Israel in major attack 
Snow snarls Midwest

Israel launched a major air and land 
retaliatory attack against Syria today 
along the entire length of the 50-mile 
Golan Heights cease-fire line. The ffg 
hour battle was the heaviest since the 
1967 War. 


Israel said its jets shot down three 
Syrian MIG 21s which rose to inter­ 
cept the waves of Israeli planes con­ 
centrating on 15 Syrian artillery and 
seven anti-aircraft batteries in theRafid 
area 25 miles south of Qneitra and 40 
miles below Damascus. 
Israel said it 


lost one plane. 
It was believed to be a 
Phantom, the first loss of an F4. 
A Syrian military spokesman said in 
Damascus that Syria lost two planes and 
that its MIGs and antiaircraft batteries 
shot down seven Israeli warplanes, in­ 
cluding three F4s and a French-built 
Mirage. 
The Israeli spokesman said, 
“ We lost one-just one.” 


Since 1967 Israel has reported shoot­ 
ing down 20 Syrian and 85 Egyptian 
planes. 
The Israeli spokesman said Israeli 
forces suffered only one casualty in 
the tank and artillery duels which raged 


through the day-an officer 
killed by 
Syrian artillery fire. 
The battle raged 
in the area seized by Israel near the 
close of the Six-Day War. 
Both sides said the battle lasted from 
9 a.m. (2 a.m. EST) to 4:30 p.m. (9:30 
a.m. EST). 
A Damascus spokesman said the Sy­ 
rians killed or wounded more than 120 
Israeli soldiers, destroyed the A1 Far 
settlement, destroyed two outposts, par­ 
alyzed two tank regiments, knocked out 
six artillery posts, destroyed 25 tanks 
and half tracks and 25 other pieces of 
machinery and destroyed two Israeli 
air force guidance centers.

Seemingly never ending snows tied up 
much of the upper Midwest again today, 
snarling traffic, closing schools and set­ 
ting an all time snowfall record in Chi­ 
cago. 
More than 10 inches of snow plagued 
Chicago commuters. Buses and trains 
were from 15 to 30 minutes late. Traf­ 
fic accidents were so numerous po­ 
lice asked motorists involved to come to 
the nearest police station to report 
them. 
Commonwealth Edison reported 2,000 
to 3,000 power customers suffered out­ 


rages during the storm as high winds 
whipped power lines together, opening 
circuit breakers. 
O’Hare Airport closed at 4:15 a.m., 
when plows were unable to keep even 
with the rapid snowfall. At least one air­ 
line canceled all flights until noon today. 
It was the second major snowstorm in 
eight days and made this the snowiest 
season on record. The old mark was set 
during 1967-68, the year which included 
a disastrous 26-inch, one-day snow. 


As the storm moved eastward, Ohio 
was hit with high winds, heavy rains and 
severe thunderstorms. New York offi­ 


cials issued a flash flood warning fol­ 
lowing heavy overnight rains. 
The 
Port Columbus, 
Ohio, airport 
clocked a wind gust at 79 miles an hour. 
A barometer reading of 28.98 
was 
logged at Toledo, the lowest pressure 
there in 20 years. Westerville, Ohio, 
police reported “ some injuries” after 
reports of funnel clouds. The Ohio River 
was rising toward a Hood crest at Cin­ 
cinnati. 
Other storm - related woes spread 
across the Midwest. Roads were hazard­ 
ous from Kansas to Indiana because 
of snow, power lines snapped in parts 
of Iowa and manv rural schools closed.

Dunlap urges board 


to support Lompoc Dam 


Lompoc Atty. GaryJ. Dunlap, director 
of Division 1, Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, has appealed to 
the Board of Supervisors to support 
the proposed Lompoc Narrows Dam 
and Reservoir. 
In a letter to the supervisors dated 
Tuesday, Dunlap outlined the benefits 
that would accure to Lompoc Valley 
including water supply, flood control 
and recreation facilities. 
In the over­ 
view, he said the economic benefits 
would be “ tremendous.” 
The supervisors sitting as the County 
Water Agency will soon consider a 
final feasibility 
report on the multi­ 
purpose water project which has been 
proposed by the Bureau of Reclamation. 


The water agency's verdict on the 
final report is considered crucial to 
the future of the project. 
Dunlap addressed members of the 
supervisors: 
“ You and each member 
of the Board must remember and re­ 
affirm that long held principle which 
has bound our county together, that 
that which benefits one part of the 
county (as substantially as the Lompoc 


Project will benefit the Lompoc Valley) 
benefits the entire county. 
“ I remind you,” Dunlap continued, 
“ That Lompoc understood the need for 
Cachuma: 
it understood the need for 
Twitchell Dam; and Lompoc understands 
the 
Goleta 
Valley’s 
and the South 
County’s need for state water perhaps 
as early as 1976. 
But we call on you 
to understand and assist us in our 
needs. 
“ Without your support, it is unlikely 
the Project will succeed; and similarly 
without our support it is unlikely the 
state Project can succeed.” 
In a separate news release issued 
yesterday, 
Dunlap called on Lompoc 
Valley and the water district to oppose 
the state project water if the water 
agency does not support the Lompoc 
Project. 
He said that the city in con­ 
junction with the water district or with­ 
out it could go it alone on the Lompoc 
Project but probably on a reduced sr-ale 
which would be “ less than satisfactory 
alternative.” 
Dunlap called for “ grassroots” sup­ 
port for Lompoc Project in a show of 
“ political 
muscle.” 
Teamster strikes spread 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-W ild cat strikes 
by Teamster truck drivers spread to 
most areas of the nation today. 
Only New York and New England ap­ 
peared free of the walkouts. 
An 
industry 
spokesman 
called the 
strikes a “ massive thing compared with 
a scattered strike situation last time.” 
The nation’s truckers staged a nation­ 
wide 
lockout in retaliation for “ selec­ 
tive” strikes three years ago. 
The spokesman said at least for the 
moment, however, the industry had de­ 
cided against the lockout tactic. He re­ 
fused to speculate what the industry 
would do if the walkout continued to 
spread. 


There were scattered reports of back- 
to work movements in some areas, in­ 
cluding 
Kansas City, Minneapolis St. 
Paul and Indianapolis, 
but 
new walk­ 
outs 
occurred 
in 
many 
other key 
terminals as negotiations continued in 
Washington on a new contract. 
Teamster union 
officials 
met with 
A I L-CIO 
leaders in a strategy session 
today in Washington but refused to say 
what was discussed. Further negotia­ 
tions with the truckers were set for 
later today. 
A truckers spokesman said there had 
been more than 200 separate 
strikes 
in more than 
35 
cities. The number 
was growing. 


Hijackers free hostages 
for Japanese official 


SEOUL (UPI) — Fifteen exhausted hi­ 
jackers aboard a Japan Air Lines 727 
jet agreed today to free 100 hostages, 
held aboard the plane since Tuesday, in 
exchange for a high ranking Japanese 
official who will go to North Korea 
with them. 


First announcement saidShinjiro Ya- 
mamura, vice minister of transportation 
in the Japanese government, and Sukeya 
Abe, 55, a Socialist member of the Jap­ 
anese Diet (Parliament) would be ex­ 
changed for the 93 passengers and seven 
crew members. 


Japanese Transportation Minister To- 
misaburo Hashimoto told a news confer­ 
ence in Seoul tonight only Yamamura 
would go to Pyongyang but that Abe 
could go along if the sword swinging 
hijackers insisted. Abe left Tokyo tonight 
for Seoul to join the flight. 


It appeared the hijackers had named 
Abe because some of them knew him 
by sight and thus would be assured 
they were not the victim of another hoax 
like the one Tuesday when Seoul A ir­ 
port was disguised as Pyongyang airport 
in a futile attempt to fool the hijackers. 


Yamamura, 
who attended the press 
conference, said he did not know when 
the plane would take off for North 
Korea “ but they want to go as soon as 
possible.” 


The three-jet Boeing 727, sitting in 
Seoul with the hijackers and hostages 
aboard since Tuesday afternoon, was 
expected to make the 90-mile, 20-minute 
flight to Pyongyang, the northern capi­ 
tal, later in the day. 


One of the newly designated hostages, 
Assistant Transportation Minister Shinl 
jiro Yamaura, came to Seoul two days ago 
and has been negotiating with the hija< k- 
ers by radio. He volunteered for the 
exchange. 


“ I am willing to replace the passen­ 
gers as your hostage,” he told them. 


They took him up and named as a 
second exchange hostage, Sukeya Abe, 55, 
a Socialist 
member of the Japanese 
parliament who shares the hijackers’ 
opposition to the pro-American Tokyo 
government. 


The Japanese defense force was laying 
on a special plane to fly Abe to Seoul. 
North Korea has promised to repatri­ 
ate the airline's passengers quickly once 
they arrive in Pyongyang. 
A stand-by crew was ready to take 
over the 727 for the flight north. 


“ I will be happy to join Mr. Yama­ 
mura on a trip to Pyongyang,” Abe 
said when contacted in Tokyo. 
The 15 radical hijackers agreed to re­ 
lease the 93 passengers and seven crew 
members after South Korea stood fast 
against their threat to blow the air­ 
liner up if it wasn’t freed to fly imme- 
diately to North Korea with everyone 
aboard. 
This exchange came after the hijack­ 
ers, radical Japanese students wielding 
swords and bombs, called for more food 
for 
their hostages and were report­ 
ed weakening in their resolve to take 
everyone aboard the Boeing 727 to Pyong­ 
yang.

Parents discuss dress 
code at Lompoc high 


An estimated 85 parents last night 
gave their views on high school dress 
codes in an emergency meeting with 
Robert 
Paisola, principal of Lompoc 
High School. 
Paisola told the gathering that the 
time was close at hand when he would 
have to reply to a student council appeal 
for liberalization of the prevailing dress 
code for the campus. 
He said he had 
consulted with his staff and with a 
group of fathers after receiving the 
appeal and now was taking the issue 
to a combiner] 
group of fathers and 
mothers. 
Paisola said the prevailing code which 
has been in force for may years stipu­ 
lates: 
“ Students should always try to 
dress in good taste, both in school and 
at social 
functions. 
By good taste 
is meant the normal types of dress 
accepted and worn by the majority of 
students in this area.” 
Paisola said some students wanted 
to revise the code to require only clothes 
that are “ decent, and shoes.” 
Shoes 
are presently required on Lompoc High 
school campus, according to Paisola. 
Dress code problems of the past ir*> 
eluded the girls’ desire to wear pants 
and the boys to wear Bermuda shorts. 
Paisola recounted some of the problems 
that arose when he permitted the girls 
to wear pants on rainy days. 
He said 
some girls wore pants if it merely looked 
like it was going to rain. 


Opinions expressed in th<* parents 
ranged from an appeal 
for a strict 
code to bar extremely short skirts 
to an argument that the students should 
be given the latitude to make some 
of the decisions for themselves. 
Paisola said some of his staff believed 
that the students should 1»? given the 
opportunity to poll* ♦- their own dress 
in conjunction with their parents, but 
he added: 
“ The itaff memtiers frankly 
are a little apprehensive...” about the 
results. 
The opinions of those who appealed for 
a more strict < ode ranged from the 
comment 
a liberalization of the 
code might result in “ topless,” to the 
view that the parents should assume 
more 
responsibility for the dress of 
their children'. * 


Howard Shaw,

air controller problem 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A federal judge 
said today the slow-down by air traffic 
controllers might not be solved by any 
ruling on his part. 
After a round of arguments in open 
court, U. S. District Judge George L. 
Hart, in apparent exasperation, recessed 
a contempt of court hearing against the 
leaders of the Professional Air Traf­ 
fic 
Controllers 
Organization, 
saying 
there were some things “ the court can­ 
not do.” 
He said, ” My decision on this mat­ 
ter may not help at all,” 
The government had obtained a court 
Injunction to halt a “ sick-out” by PATCO 
members — described by the govern­ 
ment as an illegal strike. 
Today’ s 
hearing was based on contempt charges 
brought against PATCO’s executive di­ 
rector F. Lee Bailey^ and two other 
officials who were accused of encourag­ 
ing continuation of the strike. 


Hart quashed subpoenas by Bailey for 
90 air traffic controllers to appear at 
the hearing. 
Hart said it would create 
a safety hazard if they had to leave their 
posts to attend. 


Bailey said the ruling “ destroys my 
case,” 
There was no indication bow many of 
the subpoened controllers were partici­ 
pating in the strike. 
Bailey contended that none of the con­ 
trollers he subpeoned would have been 
working while the court was in ses­ 
sion. 
Hart also denied Baiiey’ s request for 
a trial by jury. 
The judge also questioned Bailey, with 
some exasperation, about several other 
subpoenas Bailey issued in an attempt 
to back up his allegation that the gov­ 
ernment had “ bugged PATCO lines.”

the French proposal, issued late

for teaching evolution. 
“ If every nation were as 
advanced as ours, life on Earth 
wouldn’t 
last 
three 
months 
because of the pollution,” he 
told a Peabody College aud­ 
ience here. 
Scoi>es said that the greatest 
future problem in the world is 
pollution. 


Students crowded into room 
3, home economics building at 
Peabody to hear Scopes, who 
faded from the public scene 
after the trial and now resides 
in Shreveport, La. 
Scopes was convicted in the 
“ Monkey Trial” and fined $100. 
The 
conviction 
was 
later 
overturned by the State Su­ 
preme Court bec ause the fine 
was excessive. The Tennessee 
General 
Assembly 
in 
1967 
struck the law forbidding the 
teaching of the biological theory 
of evolution. 
The trial became one of the 
greatest courtroom dramas of 
the century. Politician William 
Jennings 
Bryan headed the 
prosecution and CalarenceDar- 
row 
was 
Scopes’ 
defense 
attorney.

Santa Maria Superior Court judge 


Problems of sentencing, or 
what is done with criminals 
after 
convictions, 
were dis­ 
cussed by Judge Marion A. 
Smith at last night’s Lompoc 
Rotary Club meeting. The San­ 
ta Maria Superior Court judge 
was introduced by Atty. Law­ 
rence C. Grossman. 
Rehabilitation of convicted 
persons is of prime consider­ 
ation, the judge pointed out, 
stating that of the 24,000 per­ 
sons now in prison, 95 per cent 
will be released, with average 
incarceration of three years. 
He questioned whether three 
years imprisonment is suffici­ 
ent for proper rehabilitation, 
since almost 60 per cent are re- 
peaters. 
Deterrents to crime were 
further discussed, andthe judge 
suggested police devote more 
time to major crimes rather 
than directing traffic and other 
activities of lesser importance. 
Speedy justice, ac< L.plished 
by early trials, was also rec­ 
ommended. Apparently severity 
of punishment 
does not deter 
major crime, because in many 
cases psychotics are involved, 
or homicides within a fam­ 
ily, and repeats are unlikely, 
the judge pointed out. 
In considering the court’s 
duties, Judge Smith pointed out 
that the goal of a judge in sen-

Medina charged

Ernest L. Medina, who com­ 
manded the infantry company 
that swept through My Lai the 
day of the alleged massacre, 
has been charged by the Army

siayings of at least 175 civilians 
there. 
I he new charge, announced 
by 
the 
Army 
Wednesday, 
superceded one brought by the 
Army March 17 which accused 
the 
33-year-old officer 
of 
concealing 
evidence 
of 
a 
massacre. 
Medina, in a statement read 
to newsmen in Atlanta Wednes­ 
day where he had a “ social 
engagement,” denied the char­ 
ges. 
“ I have said on a number of 
occasions that I did not order a 
massacre, and I did not see a 
massacre at any time,” he 
said. “ I have told the complete 
truth. 
I 
am 
a professional 
soldier, loyal to my country, 
and I have nothing to hide.” 
Medina, 
who was charged 
March 10 with murdering four 
Vietnamese civilians, maiming 
one and assault with a deadly 
weapon, said he was informed 
of the new charge by telephone 
at Ft. Benning, Ga. 
“I was told that as command­ 
ing officer I had caused the 
deaths 
of 
an undetermined 
number of South Vietnamese 
civilians 
numbered not less 
than 175,” he said. 
The Army has never said how 
many civilians it believes were 
killed at My Lai, but one of 
Medina's platoon leaders, Lt. 
William L. Calley Jr., has been 
charged with 102 deaths.

death penalty in California 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The 
legislature once again has voted 
to retain the death penalty in 
California. 
But critics vow to continue 
fighting for its abolishment- 
contending time and worldwide 
trends are on their side. 
“ I just don’t feel, in my own 
heart and conscience, that we 
have a right to take someone’s 
life...no matter what the poor 
devil 
has 
done,” 
attorney 
Melvin Belli told an Assembly 
committee Wednesday. 
“ One of the most outstanding 
arguments,” Belli added, “ is, 
'vengeance is mine, saith the 
Lord.’” 
Republicans voted for capital 
punishment 
and 
Democrats 
voted against as the criminal 
procedure committee rejected a 
bill 
by 
Assemblyman 
Alan 
Sieroty, D-Beverly Hills. The 
measure would have repealed 
the 
death 
penalty 
as 
a 
punishment for seven California 
crimes 
and substituted 
life 
imprisonment. 
The seven-man committee is 
controlled 4-3 by Republicans. 
Nobody-neither 
a witness 
nor a committee 
member— 
spoke in favor of the death 
penalty. 
This 
prompted 
Assembly 
Republican 
floor leader 
W. 
Craig Biddle of Riverside, a 
committee member, to charge 
law enforcement agencies with 
being “ very derelict.” 
“ One of the things that has 
been disturbing to me,” he 
said, “ is that proponents of the 
death penalty do not come up 
and stand before this commit­ 
tee and testify.” 
The legislature since 1933 has 
rejected two dozen proposals to 


repeal the death penalty. The 
most dramatic fight occurred in 
1960. While Caryl Chessman 
waited on death 
row, Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown appealed to 
the legislature to abolish capital 
punishment. 
It 
didn’t 
and 
Chessman died. 
There now are 73 persons on 
San Quentin’s death row. The 
next 
man scheduled to be 
executed is Ronald W. King, on 
May 13. He was convicted of 
murdering a Bellflower liquor 
store clerk during a robbery on 
Aug. 13, 1966, 
There 
has 
not 
been an 
execution in California since 
Aug. 
12, 1967, when Aaron 
Mitchell 
died 
in 
the 
gas 


chamber 
for killing a Sa­ 
cramento policeman during a 
holdup. 
Crimes punishable by death 
in California are first-degree 
murder, kidnaping if ransom or 
bodily injury is involved, fatal 
assault by a life prisoner, 
perjury if it results in execution 
of an innocent person, treason, 
train wrecking if there's bodily 
harm and conspiracy to commit 
the above crimes. 


Sieroty said he will continue 
to bring the issue before the 
legislature until either it or the 
courts abolish the death penal­ 
ty. The state Supreme Court 
recently voted 4-3 to uphold it.

In a companion action, the 
com m ission then voted 5-3 to ap­ 
ply the new BD-beach develop­ 
ment 
zone ordinance

beach area involved to give the 
area added protection against 
rampant com m ercialism . 
Both actions must be con­ 
firm ed by the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors, however, and it ap­ 
peared a princ ipal beach area 
property owner, 
Seaside 
Oil 
Co., would lodge aprotest along 
with one or more private land­ 
owners affected. 
C om m issioner 
G. 
Norman 
Bacon 
drew 
heavy 
applaus* 
when he told 
attorney Arthur 
Henzell, representing Seasick 
Oil Co. he felt “ the oil com ­ 
panies have not been particu­ 
larly interested in the welfare* 
of Santa Barbara and its neigh­ 
b o rs.” 
Henzell said Seaside is m ere­ 
ly a marketing company now 
with no w ells, has owned its 
approximate 3% acres on the 
oceanfront for som e 44 years, 
and it was felt removing the 
oil drilling symbol now “ was, 
in effect, condemning our prop­ 
er ty .” 
The area affected by the twin 
decisions

G reenwell Ave. on the east to 
Ortega Hill Rd. on the west, 
Bacon lost out on a motion

SACRAMENTO 
(UPP-Cali- 
fornia’s public colleges should 
de - emphasize 
high 
school 
grades in admittirg students 
and also send more high school 
graduates to junior colleges, a 
report today told the state’s top 
education advisory council. 
The 
report 
to the 
state 
Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education —called “ the state’s 
first major study of college 
admissions in 10 years” by a 
staff 
member —also recom­ 
mended: 
-Increased coordination of 
admission policies among the 
three major branches of public 
higher education. 
—Experimental new Universi­ 
ty 
of California 
and state 
college 
campuses 
with only 
upper 
division and graduate 
students and no freshmen or 
sophomores, a sharp departure 
from present practice. 
—More state aid to two-year 
junior colleges that would “ give 
further 
recognition 
to 
the 
increasing responsibility being 
placed 
upon 
the 
community 
colleges.” 
“ The lowest level of prefer­ 
ence” for admission be given to 
freshmen or sophomores. 
-A 
statewide 
admissions 
system for the state colleges, 
similar to that now used by the 
university. 
-Priority for admissions to 
state 
college and university 
campuses to local students who 
would suffer “ true hardship” if 
forced to attend school away 
from home. 
Drawn up by a committee of 
10 educators, the 23-page report 
took a year to prepare. It will 
be submitted to the council at 
its 
meeting 
Monday 
in Sa­ 
cramento. 
If adopted by the 18-member 
council, its projjosals would be 
forwarded to the legislature 
and 
to 
the 
state’s 
public 
institutions for higher learning 
in the form of recommenda­ 
tions. 
Com|>osed of 12 representa- 


tives from the university, state 
colleges and junior colleges, 
plus six public representatives 
appointed by the governor, the 
council advises the lawmakers 
and 
colleges 
on 
statewide 
educational policy. 
“ A review of statutes and of 
previous studies of California 
higher 
education 
does 
not 
reveal a clear statement of 
guiding 
principles 
for 
the 
higher education of California’s 
citizens,” the report said. 
It 
called on the state to 
“ provide 
sufficient 
physical 
facilities and fiscal resources” 
to enable every capable student 
to continue in college “ as long 
and as far as his performance 
meets academic standards.” 
Leland W. Myers, the coun­ 
cil’s associate for government 
affairs, said the report was the 
state’s most intensive study of 
college admissions since the 
Master Plan for Higher Educa­ 
tion adopted in 1960. 
“ We anticipate that it would 
increase the load on 
junior 
colleges,” Myers said of the 
proposal., 
It 
said 
the 
state 
should 
continue sending “ the major 
portion” 
of 
freshmen 
and 
sophomores 
to the two-year 
schools. 
Top priority for new state 
college and university admis­ 
sions should goto junior college 
transfers, 
without displacing 
present continuing students, the 
report recommended. 
It said freshman applicants 
should be judged on criteria 
other than “ test stores, pat­ 
terns of courses completed, and 
high school grade-point avera­ 
ges” and that s t a n d a r d s 
“ should be reviewed toward 
increasing their flexibility.”

faulty, deceiving Emond into 
thinking he was higher than he

The 
plane’s black box flight recor­ 
der was flown to Paris for 
closer inspection. 
“ Everything happened very 
quickly,” Madeleine Moussou, 
one of the survivors said. “ We 
had fastened our seat belts for 
the landing and suddenly the 
ground was shaking under my 


feet. Then I found myself in a

understanding 
what had happened.” 
Mrs. Moussou’s 12-year-old 
daughter, unharmed, pulled her 
from the debris. Her husband, 
a pilot for Air Algeria, was 
killed in the crash. Five of the 
six crew members were killed.

Sykes before and after. 
Leonard, who went steady 
with Miss Sykes a decade ago, 
and Mrs. Armbrust, a longtime 
friend, both said the plaintiff 
was an upright, religious girl 
before the accident on a Sunday 
in 19G4. 
Miss Sykes was aboard a 
cable car which plunged three 
blocks down a steep hill when it 
lost its grip on the cable. Her 
physical 
injuries 
were 
not 
serious, but site later sued the 
city 
of 
San 
Francisco 
for 
$500,000 
because of mental 
injuries. 
Mrs. 
Armbrust 
said 
her 
friend kept a calendar book 
after the accident with details 
of affairs with 100 men. 
“ 1 asked her how she met so 
manv, and she said it’s easy, 


you 
go 
up 
and 
talk 
with 
somebody,” 
Mrs. 
Armbrust 
said. 
Miss 
Sykes 
never 
really 
enjoyed the sex, Mrs. Armburst 
said, and “ all she really wanted 
was warmth and affection.” 
Marvin Lewis, an attorney 
for Miss Sykes, said in his 
opening remarks that his client 
had 
regressed to 
“ childish 
desires to have arms about her, 
to be cuddled.” 
He 
contends 
the 
accident 
triggered “ a neurosis that is no 
different from cancer or any 
other serious disease.” He said 
his client suffers from psyclio- 
somatic pain throughout her 
body, can’t hold a job for long, 
and has attempted suicide.

Lionel Steinberg, who signed

boycott California table grapes 
nationwide. 
The 
»ntract, which would 
cover about 700 laborers at the 
peak pf the harvest season, 
provided a wage increase of 6 
per cent or 10 cents an hour, 
whichever is greater. During 
the harvest season, the mini­ 
mum hourly wage would be set 
at $1.75. Also, farm workers 
would receive 25 cents for each 
box of grapes picked. 
The growers also will contri­ 
bute 10 cents an hour to a 
health and welfare fund and 2 
cents an hour to an economic 
fund to help workers displaced 
by mechanization or old age. 
Steinberg said a third ranch, 
Travertine 
Ranch 
of Oasis, 
owned by his uncle, Charles 
Freedman, also had agreed to 
the contract but had not yet 
signed it.

High priority asked 


for county drug abuse 


By DICK PRAUL 


“Assign as high a priority to 
fighting the dangerously spread­ 
ing drug problem in the county 
as 
you 
would in combatting 
smallpox 
or 
some 
other 
plague.” 
That was the message given 
the Board of Supervisors this 
week by young drug users, ex­ 
addicts and other concerned cit­ 
izens at a second county-wide 
conference on the proliferating 
drug problem held at the County 
Administration Building. 
Specifically, the supervisors 
were asked to allot money and 
manpower, and take the leader­ 
ship in a united campaign to try 
to halt and reverse the inroads 
of heroin and other lethal drugs. 
Supervisors 
who 
have en­ 
dorsed a $2 million capital im­ 
provement 
program for this 
year were asked to consider 
spending money to “ save lives” 
in lieu of authorizing more 
buildings or patching roads un­ 
til the crisis is met. 
Second 
District Supervisor 
Joe J. Callahan, of Santa Bar­ 
bara, presided at the two and 
one-half hour session in the su­ 
pervisors hearing room whic h 
had the character of a candid 
town meeting. 
Callahan said he was impres­ 
sed by the plea, made over and 
over again, for a “ crash pro­ 
gram ” that could be carried 
out 
if only all agencies now 
working on a scattered basis 
could be integrated. 
“ I 
promise you a program 
will be developed and sustain­ 
ed,” he said. 
Callahan said transcripts of 
the Tuesday session and an 
earlier one in Febniary in which 
judges, 
law 
enforcement of­ 
ficials, mental health, health, 
probation and education author­ 
ities testified, would be uti­ 
lized by the board by mid-April 
to begin deliberations on a coun­ 
ty-wide anti-drug project. 
Highlights of Tuesday’s ses­ 
sion, attended by almost 100 
persons, were: 
—Heroin addiction is present­ 
ly on the verge of sweeping 
many county areas, with Santa 
Barbara and the South Coast 
most affec ted. Ex-heroin ad­ 
dict Paul Frye, now working 
with the County Mental Health 
Department drug program, es­ 
timated there are at least 1,000 
hard core heroin users in the 
county and maybe as many as 1, - 
500, with the numbers increas­ 
ing more rapidly now than ever. 
—Other ex-addicts said heroin 
use spreads like wildfire, as 
users find they can best get 
more heroin by selling it, as 
the habit can cost $80 a day to 
sustain. 
-A Santa Barbara father said 
his 8-year-old son confided that 
another 4th Grade pupil told him 
other kids were spending lunch 
money to buy barbituarates. He 
quoted his youngster as saying: 
“ Dad, for 25 cents I can buy 
a pill and then I can run fast­ 
er and think faster.” 
“ Jack Hanstein, direc tor of 
the Lompoc Drug Abuse Com­ 
mittee, asked the supervisors to 
work fast and name a County 
Drug Abuse Commission “ to 
prevent an epidemic.” He advis­ 
ed them to name a full-time 
drug abuse coordinator, and see 
that full-time coordinators were 
hired for each community with 
drug problems. Need for “ Half­ 
way Houses,” educational pro­ 
grams, ‘hot lines’ to connect 
troubled drug users with help­ 
ing agencies, and medical help 
not connected with law enforce­ 
ment, was also suggested, as 
elements in a sweeping pro­ 
gram. 
“ Turn the tide of this epide­ 
mic before another disastrous 
summer 
vacation,” 
pleaded 
Hanstein. 
“Otherwise, young 
people will be hitting heroin 
throughout the summer at each 
others’ apartm ents.” 
-Assembly 
candidate Ken­ 
neth Palmer of Santa Barbara, 
who had previously urged the 
board to consider naming such a 
commission, 
endorsed 
Han- 
stein’s proposals. He said state 
and federal funding for such a 
program now appears to be rea­ 
dily available. 
-Need for county hiring of 
delinquency prevention officers 
was stressed. Probation Officer 
Clifford Romer answering ques­ 
tions said the county has turn-, 
ed down such requests made by 
him for three years now. 


—“ Change the image of the 
narcotic enforcement officer to 
that of County Delinquency P re­ 
vention Officer,” said BobMiz- 
erak, a volunteer worker at 
Switchboard, a non-profit Isla 
Vista organization offering bas­ 
ic referral services to drug 
users. 
Mizerak 
and others 
stressed that the county agen­ 
cies working on drug preven­ 
tion and rehabilitation join forc­ 
es with Switchboard and other 
private agencies to do a more 
effective job better utilizing 
manpower and funds now being 
used. 


—The supervisors were told 
that 
fear of punishment will 
not rehabilitate the chronic drug 
user, that punitive measures 
must be replaced with saner 
programs. They were told by 
Mizerak to consider the case of 
“ Richard the Red Freak,” for 
example. “ Full of barbituates 
and having badly swollen veins, 
he would rather have died in a 
back alley of Isla Vista than go 
to county hospital and face ar­ 
re st,” he said. 
-County 
Mental Health De­ 
partment, utilizing ex-addicts 
as helpers, see about 15 to 20 
heroin cases a week, “ probab­ 
ly 10 per cent of the heroin ad­ 
dicts in the county.” 
-County facilities to handle 
drug users are “ largely under­ 
staffed, under funded and over­ 
worked. . .if people came to 
us now in droves we couldn’t 
handle them ,” said ex-addict 
Paul Fryne, of the mental health 
department staff. 
-Don 
Beckman, 
director, 
Drug Abuse Preventive Center 
in Santa Barbara, said “ realis­ 
tic education is needed . . . 
utilize TV the same way the anti­ 
cigarette people are doing . . . 
that is one way that could be 
effective.” 
—Dr. Betty Tibbs, Santa Ma­ 
ria medical doctor, stressed 
need for a county-wide coordin­ 
ator, education of parents and 
teachers in meeting the drug 
dilemma, the setting upof “ cri­ 
sis facilities in every communi­ 
ty” needing them. “ We’re hav­ 
ing 
youngsters 
shooting bar­ 
biturates and there are no facil­ 
ities for them,” she declared. 
“ I his is in the elementary 
schools now, too. ” 
-Switchboard worker Brian 
Craig urged assembly of “ scat­ 
tered units” working on the drug 
problem.

record heights 


U.S. Air Force Worldwid air 
traffic control operational sta­ 
tistics reached record heights 
during 1969, officials of the Air 
Force Communications Service 
(AFCS) announced from 
their 
Scott Air Force Base, 111., head­ 
quarters. 
Sharing in the record-setting 
figures were air traffic con­ 
trollers assigned to the 2055 
Comm. 
Sq., who operate air 
traffic and navigational aid fa­ 
cilities 
at 
Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Paul R. Stoney, 
commander of AFCS, said air 
traffic control operations han­ 
dled by AFCS personnel totalled 
more than 
24 
million during 
1969. An all - time high figure 
since the command was organ­ 
ized in 1961, the 24,390,500 
operations included 21.6 mil­ 
lion directed by control tower 
personnel and 2.7 million direc­ 
ted by personnel working in ra­ 
dar facilities. 
The 1969 air traffic figures 
for the 2055 Comm Sq. con­ 
trollers at Vandenberg AFB to­ 
talled 31,200 operations. This 
represents an increase of4,000 
over 1968. 
AFCS is the air command

a possibility by 1971

Current skirmishing in which 
judges, county supervisors and 
others in county government are 
taking 
part could conceivably 
result in eight Superior Courts 
being set up by 1971 with a max­ 
imum of seven judges, it was 
revealed today. 
It would be antithesis of a 
situation which has existed for 
years in which there haven’t 
been enough courts to handle the 
growing workload. 
The plot is thickening as a 
result of two moves in the past 
few weeks: 
— Presiding Superior Judge 
Floyd C. Dodson won approval 
of the supervisors to set up a 
seventh county Superior Court 
room on an asserted temporary 
basis. 
This would be the sixth 
courtroom in the Santa Barbara 
Courthouse (Santa Maria has 
one full court set up'. But the 
Courthouse crowd is betting that 
the new court - shown as being 
needed to handle Isla Vista 
riot-connected trials - will be 
a permanent court from now on. 
The personnel department is 
moving out and the court is 
being converted at a cost of 
$40,000. 
— Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, 
of Santa Maria, is trying to 
drive in the last nail in a de­ 
cision that the Board of Super­ 
visors made a year ago: that 
the seventh court be set up 
in Santa Maria. 
Form er pre­ 
siding judge John Richard had 
given the court’s promise last 
year that this would be the sit­ 
uation. 
This was the agree­ 
ment when the board supported 
the legislation for the seventh 
judge enacted last year. 
Now 
Tunnell is asking full board 
approval of a resolution to re­ 
quest 
Gov. 
Reagan recognize 
this situation when he appoints 
the new judge.

It could happen this 
way: 
The sixth court is in 
the making at Santa Barbara 
Courthouse. 
There is one full 
court 
in the county building 
in Santa Maria, and a tempor­ 
ary one in Santa Maria in the 
V eterans’ Building. County pub­ 
lic works officials are going 
ahead with plans for a second 


permanent courtroom 
in the 
Santa Maria County building. 
This will evolve when the sher­ 
iff’s department moves out next 
year. 
The county is receiving 
bids 
April 16 on a proposed 
$225,000 sheriff’s sub-station 
and holding facility for 18 p ris­ 
oners to be built in the Santa 
Maria Public Airport area. The 
holding facility can be expand­ 
ed in 
later years to become a 
jail. 
New courts cannot func­ 
tion well without jail space in 
the area, 
and the county is 
continuing to make use of the 
Santa Maria city jail while need­ 
ing more such space. 
— Eight courtrooms and seven 
county judges wouldn’t be too 
impractical, some court obser­ 
vers 
say. 
Visiting 
judges 
wouldn’t have to use makeshift 
courtrooms then, but would have 
a ready-built courtroom, too. 
The new permanent Santa Ma­ 
ria Court won’t be ready until 
oossiblv late in 1971.

All National 
Forest Camp­ 
ing and Picnic facilities in Cal­ 
ifornia will be available to the 
public free until further notice, 
began yesterday.

I inguistics. Philosophy, Trans- 
poration Engineering, and Wom­ 
en’s Physical Education. 
Under the new academic plan 
of organization Cal Polv’s aca­ 
demic schools will be: School 
of Agriculture and Natural Re­ 
sources. 
administered 
by 
Dean J. C’ordner Gibson; School 
of Architecture and Environ­ 
mental Design, 
Dean George 
Hasslein; School of Engineering 
and 
Technology, Dean Archie 
Higdon; School of Human De­ 
velopment and Education, Dean 
Carl Cummins; School of Sci­ 
ence and 
Mathematics, Dean 
Clyde P. Fisher; and the two 
new schools with deans to tv 
appointed. 
Responsibility for all depart­ 
ments and disciplines remains 
with 
the 
deans 
of 
existing 
schools until the appointment of 
new deans, Kennedyi>ointedout. 
The reorganization process 
was begun in March 1969, and 
consultation with the Cal Poly 
faculty was conducted through 
an ad hoc committee of the 
Academic Senate, established in 
April 1 >69. 
A tentative pro­ 
posal for reorganization, dis­ 
tributed to the total faculty in 
January 1970 was given a jmb- 
lic hearing conducted by the ad 
hoc committee.

Real Manson an enigma 


as murder trial nears

Rasputin who sent a band of 
hippies on murderous forays? 
Or a gentle troubador, a teller 
of tales, a singer of songs, a 
dream er ofdreams? 
His upcoming trial is current­ 
ly scheduled to start here April 
20. 
The state of California is 
expected to try to prove that 
Manson, who spent more than 
half his 35 years in reform 
schools and prisons, was so 
enraged by the refusal ofTerry 
Melcher, (the son of Doris Day) 
to sponsor his recording career 
that he ordered a group of his 
followers to kill everyone at 
Melcher’s house. 
Melcher was not in his home 
the 
night 
of 
Aug. 
9 
last 
summer, but pregnant actress 
Sharon Tate, who was renting 
the 
Benedict 
Canyon house, 
was. So were three guests and 
a youth visiting the property’s 
caretaker. All died from vicious 
gun and knife attacks. 
Subsequently the c o u n t y 
grand jury was told a grisly 
tale by Susan Atkins, 21, a 
winsome brunette who lived 
with Mason and his “ family.” 
She said members of the group, 
including 
herself 
but 
not 
Manson, committed the mur­ 
ders. 
The next night, Miss Atkins’ 
story went, Manson did accom­ 
pany the group to the home of 
Leno LaBianca, a grocery chain 
owner, and there ordered them 
to kill LaBianca and his wife, 
Rosemary, so “ we wouldn’t lose 
our nerve.” 
On the basis of Miss Atkins’ 
testimony, 
murder and con­ 
spiracy 
indictments 
were 
issued against Manson, Miss 
Atkins, 
Patricia Krenwinkel, 
Linda Kasabian, Leslie van H o ik 
sten and Charles “ Tex” Wat­ 
son. All except Watson, who is 
fighting extradition from Texas 
are 
scheduled 
to 
be 
tried 
together. Miss Kasabian’s case 
may be detached. 
It’s been 
reported she may be a pro­ 
secution witness. 
There has been no contention 
that Manson was present at the 
Tate home or that he remained 
at the LaBiancas’ while the 
couple was killed. 
The slight, bearded defendant 
has been depicted as a satanic. 
leader whose gaze mesmerized 
his female followers. 
Ex-convicts who knew Man­ 
son 
in jail and the flower 
people who call themselves the 
“ Manson family” picture him 
in a different light. 
“ He didn’t do it, that’s all,” 
said Phil Kaufman, the produ­ 
cer of Manson’s new record 
album who met the defendant 
while both were serving time in 
a federal penitentiary. 
“ They know who did it, and 
they know Charlie didn't, but 
they want to prove a conspira­ 
cy.” 
Daye Shinn, 52, a Korean- 
American lawyer who helped 
Manson prepare motions when 
he 
was 
acting 
as his own 
attorney, now represents Miss 
Atkins, apparently at Manson’s 
suggestion. 
Shinn says the girl, called 
Sadie Glutz by the family, will 
repudiate her entire confession 
as “ lies.” 
“ Sadie was always looney,” 
said 
Paul 
Watkins, 
20, 
a 
member of the tribe. “ Likeshe 
would wear shoes that didn’t 
match or the finest dress she 
could find, with combat boots. 
She’s just looney.” 
One of the family who visited 
Miss Atkins in jail said she told 
him, “ It’s all a big movie, and 
I’m the star.” 
The family, which scattered 
after 
the 
arrests, 
has 
re­ 
grouped. More than a dozen 
have 
returned to the Spahn 
ranch near Chatsworth, where 
Manson was living when the 
m urders occurred. The girls 
told a UPI reporter who visited 
the ranch that they take care of 
George Spahn, the blind, elderly 
owner 
of the 
ranch 
where 
segments of Western movies 
are filmed, and he buys some 
of their food. 
Family members clean stalls 
and 
tend 
horses 
rented 
to 
weekend 
riders. 
The 
Santa 
Susanna mountains provide a 
rugged, old West backdrop for 
the ramshackle buildings and 
trailers with m attresses cover­ 
ing the floor. There are a few 
chickens and swarms of flies. 


The girls are barefoot, their 
hair seems clean, their faces 
are bare of makeup. The young 
men, fewer in numbers than 
the girls, are bearded, long­ 
haired and soft-spoken. 
“ They may think they have 
Charlie locked up, but his spirit 
is here. You can’t lock up 
love,” says Brenda McCan, 19. 
Publicity about the murders 
has attracted new members to 
the group. 
Jennie Gentry, 19, is one. A 
pretty girl with long, carrot- 
colored hair, pale blue eyes and 
a faceful of freckles, she met 
two 
of 
the 
family 
last 
Christmas 
Eve, 
after 
the 
arrests. 
She 
spent several 
hours talking with them before 
a gas station attendant told 
her “ Those two girls are mem­ 
bers of the Manson family.” 
“ He said it like it was in red 
letters,” 
she 
recalled. “ I 
thought, heck, I talked to them 
and I like them anyway.” 
She joined the group. 
“ I met Charlie after I had 
been living with the family for 
about a week,” Miss Gentry 
said. “ Everyone was showing 
all this concern and I began to 
be concerned, too. They took 
me down to the jail to meet 
him. It was like seeing an old 
friend. He was beautiful.” 
A man who shared a cell with 
Manson 
at 
McNeil 
Island 
federal prison says Charlie is a 
gentle man. 
“ Charlie is a card. He’s a 
comic. He makes you laugh. I 
don’t recall one time in prison 
that Charlie ever got into a 
fight, and in prison, that isn’t 
hard to do. Charlie always had 
a smile on his face. 
“ Charlie’s never had a break. 
He was like a guy who walked 
around with a black cloud over 
his head. Charlie did 10 years 
in prison for a $34 check. 
Charlie won that check in a 
crap game. He didn’t know it 
was stolen.- All his life he’s 
walked through the same kind 
of scenes. 
“ A man usually speaks ofhis 
woes and his m isery when he’s 
lonely and needs someone to 
relate 
to. I knew Charlie’s 
every 
thought 
during those 
years. He’s changed, of course 
—everyone changes. But sub­ 
stantially, 
I 
think 
he’s the 
sam e.” 
The underground press, which 
views Manson as a symbol of 
the establishment’s oppression 
of the hip, has made him a 
m artyr. 
It 
reports 
Manson’s 
own 
complaint that the establish­ 
ment 
press 
“ has 
already 
convicted me, sentenced me, 
executed and buried me. I’m a 
dead man, speaking from the 
grave.”

The 
essentially violent premise of 
non 
violent 
action, all of 
whose practitioners from Gand­ 
hi 
to Martin L. 
King have 
sought violent 
reaction so as 
to gain 
sympathy for their 
causes while embarassing the 
authority under challenge. 
The writer says 
that King 
did 
everything to bring har­ 
mony, justice, 
equality 
and 
love to 
this land of ours. I 
must have been 
reading 
the 
wrong newspapers and seeing 
the wrong newsreels on tv and 
at the movies. 
Everytime I 
read 
about or saw a riot with 
looting 
and 
burning I would 
also read about Martin L. King 
making one of his loving speech­ 
es shortly before the “ nonvio­ 
lence.” If King was such a great 
American and patriot that we 
hear so much about I wonder 
why he was attending the “ High­ 
lander Folk School for Commu­ 
nist Training” with such well

I should think that 
out of five million they could 
afford to pay for an ad or two.

Dear Sir: 
On Saturday, March 21, you 
ran an article by Lester Kin- 
solving regarding his views on 
black people and the Mormon 
Church. He was highly 
criti­ 
cal of the present policy of the 
church 
in not ordaining black 
men to the priesthood. The use 
he made of his alleged “ facts” 
concerning what some mem­ 
bers of the church are supposed 
to have stated suggests a back­ 
ing for the theory 
he postu­ 
lates of “ Mormons 
are rac­ 
ists.” I, as a Mormon, would 
like to share some other con­ 
siderations with the 
readers 
of this paper, to help them in 
shaping their views of the cur­ 
rent 
confrontation 
as 
it is 
viewed by Mr. Kinsolving, and 
several of his apparent sourc­ 
es of information, namely, the 
magazine 
“ Christianity To­ 
day” and “ Christian Century.” 
The 
focus of the problem 
seems to be on the fact that the 
church is currently not only re­ 
quiring or encouraging its black 
male 
membership to perform 
duties within 
the priesthood, 
but actively 
restricting them 
for a short indefinite length of 
time. It is also restricting all 
women of any race from cur­ 
rently assuming any duties as 
priestesses to God, which may 
be 
given again to be practiced 
by all women, if and when 
a 
revelation of this nature is pre­ 
sented by the presiding pres­ 
ident of the church. Now, black 
men have not always been re ­ 
quired to allow their brothers 
* to serve them. For a length of 
time, under the first president 
of the church, one Joseph Smith, 
black men were ordained and 
served within their callings, 
even performing missionary la­ 
bors for the church as they 
also can do today, as well as 
teaching in church auxiliaries, 
which, again, they can and do to­ 
day. Also, a person with God’s 
gift of black skin 
is entitled 
to be a recipient of every bless­ 
ing administered by the lead­ 
ership of the church through the 
ministrations 
of the currently 
ordained clergy, as is anybody 
else. No one knows when their 
“ vocation” from active serv­ 
ice within a lay 
priesthood 
will be at an end, but the church 
teaches “ that day will come.” 
Mr. Kinsolving also insinu­ 
ates that there is a higher de­ 
gree of anti-black sentiment in 
Utah than elsewhere due to the 
influence of the church. It would 


be an out and out lie to say prej­ 
udice does not exist in Utah for 
Utah is composed of a potpour­ 
ri of American citizens and vis­ 
itors from abroad, such as one 
will find in any other area of 
the country and naturally, some 
are going to be more humane 
to all of their fellow men than 
others . . . not to say there 
aren’t congested trouble spots 
in Small Town, 
U.S.A. any­ 
where within her borders. And, 
unfortunately, 
multiplied 
far 
too many times in many towns 
of small minded people wheth­ 
er they happen to call them­ 
selves Mormons or Jews or 
Baptists or something else as is 
their 
perrogative under the 
first amendment of the U.S. Con­ 
stitution, 
which allows every 
citizen to choose for himself 
his religion, his politics and 
generally how he shall think and 
feel and speak out about any­ 
thing, including the right to 
“ prejudice” thoughts, 
for or 
against anything or anyone, be 
it 
groundless 
prejudice 
or 
otherwise. 
Attendance 
eight 
years at 
Brigham 
Young University, 
plus the experience of rooming 
with a black woman from Afri­ 
ca (also a member of the LDS 
church) and thus a keener look 
at what was happening on cam­ 
pus, plus attendance in Calif, 
schools all with 
black atten­ 
dance, 
suggested to 
me via 
the things I observed that there 
is no significant amount of pre­ 
judice at this 
72 
per cent 
Mormon school. 
That 
it is 
all over and above what one may 
find elsewhere, and pertiaps 
less. 
Also, 
working in and 
around the committee action 
center in SLC, and knowing 
many black people as well as 
brown, yellow and white, I was 
not impressed with there being 
any more “ anti - people - bath­ 
ed - in - black - skins” senti­ 
ment than in any other city of 
comparable size and homogen­ 
ous population. 
But SLC, and Utah, differ in 
that while other places often 
pretend to give 100 per 
cent 
equality to all people (and still 
don’t in actual practice) the 
LDS church, in seemingly being 
unfair to the 
naive outsider, 
is an open “ point 
of focus” 
for a people too long abused 
with 
pent up sorrows from 
many 
other places. And who 
have been to a large degree pow­ 
erless to even protest 
their 
misuse % 
Jumping on the 
church has 
served 
as a pressure valve 
emotionally for many people, 
dearly in need of a pressure 
valve. 
Without my poor black 
brothers and sisters 
being 
pushed on by so 
many other 
conflicts, many due to outside 
agitation, in our current state 
of a society in much turmoil and 
inner confusion, as it grows into 
what 
it shall become in our 
new aquarian age, there would 
not even appear to be any con­ 
flict of interests as regards the 
Mormon Church, for in truth, 
there is none.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (U PI)- 
The latest in the fight to clean 
up the environment: artificially 
produced 
insect 
eggs, 
20- 
thousandths 
of 
an 
inch 
in 
diam eter, 
to raise predator 
insects 
by 
the 
millions 
to 
devour harmful insects in farm 
fields. 
If the predators can do the 
job as cheaply as currently 
used “ hot” insecticides, there 
will be no need to use the 
insectirides and the environ 
ment 
will 
be 
spared more 
pollutants. 
And, there is still another 
reason for developing insect 
control 
by predators. Some 
insects are developing too much 
resistance to insecticides. 
A case in point is the cotton 
bollworm. Southwest Research 
Institute, a non-profit organiza­ 
tion in San Antonio, recently 
turned out millions of artificial 
insect eggs to raise the green 
lacewing (Chrysopa). 
The larva of the lacewing is 
armed with formidable pincers 
and eats the bollworm and a 
cousin, 
the 
budworm, 
so 
voraciously that it is called the 
“ aphid lion.” 
Dr. Richard L. Ridgeway, a 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
entomologist, said there is no 
doubt that the aphid lion can 
kill the bollworm and budworm 
as effectively as methyl para- 
thion, a “ hot” insecticide now 
being used. 
“ I know it will work,” he 
said, “ The thing is, can we do 
it on a basis that will fit into 
current 
management 
practi­ 
ces?” 
To 
do 
a 
proper 
job 
on 
bollworms and budworms-they 
are so sim ilar both go by the 
name ” bollworrns” -aphid lions 
must be released at once in 
great quantities on cotton. 
Aphid lions so far have been 
raised en masse on grain moth 
eggs, which they like as much 
as 
bollworms. But it costs 
about 
$200 to raise enough 
aphid lions to clear an acre of 
cotton of bollworms, plus $5 for 
dictnbuting them. 
Dr. 
Ridgeway 
said cotton 


a 


producers now spend $25 to$50 
an acre for chemical insect 
control. 
Aphid lions raised on 
grain moth eggs cannot com­ 
pete. 
Dr. Ridgeway is working on a 
bollworm control project for 
the 
Agriculture 
Department. 
The Cotton Producers Institute 
also is sponsoring the project. 
Southwest Research Institute 
owned a process for encapsulat­ 
ing tiny amounts of liquid with 
a 
gelatinous 
m aterial. 
The 
process was fast and SWRI was 
able to adapt it to a diet food 
for aphid lions. 
“ TYiey 
went 
at it like 
hungry 
kid 
at 
a 
candy 
counter,” 
a 
scientist 
said, 
describing how the aphid lions 
reacted to artificial eggs. 
A supply of artificial eggs 
was sent to Ridgeway at Texas 
AltM University, where he is 
working 
on 
the 
bollworm 
project. 
“ Although we have obtained 
highly 
effective 
control 
of 
bollworms on cotton in small 
field plots with the release of 
large numbers of lacewings, I 
want .to emphasize that this 
method of control is still in the 
experimental stage,” Dr. Ridg­ 
eway said.

R em em ber the 6 per cent 
m ortgage? Well, rejoice. At 
least one f e d e r a l official 
thinks it’s com ing back 
An undersecretary of the 
T reasury recently predicted 
that we will see 6 per cent 
money again 
“during this 
adm inistration " 
There is sim ply no wav to 
be certain that he is right, 
but suppose he is. Using his 
own tim etable, lower inter­ 
est rates could still be nearly 
two years away. In the in­ 
terim . thousands of fam ilies 
will still be going quiety stir- 
crazy in jam m ed apartm ents 
or too-smal! houses. 
If you happen to be am ong 
the group that shares this 
bleak outlook, there m ay be 
an im m ediate way out. It 
will take courage, but there 
are at least two practical 
ways to buy that house now 
without having to f o r e g o 
lower interest 
rates when 
they do appear. 
Both m ethods assum e that 
you can get a m ortgage loan 
now- if you are willing to pay 
the prevailing rate of in ter­ 
est 
Since money 
is tight, 
this w^n’t 
be true in all 
c a s e s 
but it will be true 
most of the tim e 
The first method for bor­ 
rowing now with an eve to 
c u t t i n g the cost later is 
c alled refinancing R efinanc­ 
ing simply m eans paying off 
a high interest loan and re ­ 
borrowing a like am ount 
a lower rate 
For exam ple, it you get 
m ortgage 
loan 
for $20.000 
from a bank t o d a y , you 
might pay 8 5 per cent in- 
t e r e s t 
Then, if the rate 
should drop to 6 per cent by 
1972 
you could repay 
the 
original loan and take out 
another at the new. lower 
rate 
There are two problem s in 
this method Some m ortgage 
loan contracts require that 
you pay a penalty if you re­ 
finance the loan in its early 
stages You m ay not be able 
to avoid such a "prepaym ent 
penalty" entirely, but you 
should aim to keep it to a 
m inim um . 
The second problem com es 
into play when you take out 
the new loan At that point. 


to 
you will probably have 
pay som e closing costs. 
The other method for cu t­ 
ting future m ortgage costs is 
to locate a lender offering 
loans with a variable rate. 
Such m ortgages bear an in­ 
terest rate that fluctuates in 
tune with g e n e r a l money 
conditions. 
When money is hard to get. 
and therefore expensive, the 
interest rate on the m ort­ 
gage rises. When conditions 
ease, the rate declines. 
V ariable r a t e m ortgages 
are still rare in this country, 
largely 
because 
borrowers 
have not yet cottoned to the 
idea of exposing them selves 
to m ortgage paym ents that

can vary. This is perfectly 
understandable but m ay be 
shortsighted. 
Interest rates are higher 
now than they’ve been since 
the Civil War. This doesn’t 
guarantee that they won’t go 
even higher, but it seem s un­ 
likely. The next m ajor move 
should be down. 
If so. the lucky man with 
the variable rate m ortgage 
will have the pleasure of 
w atching his monthly inter­ 
est p a y m e n t get progres­ 
sively sm aller.

Keep your nose clean! 
That, in essence, is the warn­ 
ing put out to baseball by Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn yester­ 
day when he announced a sus­ 
pension until mid-season (July 
1, to be exact) for Detroit pit­ 
cher Denny McLain. 
Organized 
p r o f e s - 
sional sports 
,*

has had only

sions 
when 
such 
bans 
were put in 
force. Base­ 
ball had its 
famous Black 
Sox 
scandal 
which resulted infhepermanent 
banning 
of 
those 
Chicago 
players back in the early days 
of the sport. 
Football had its own “ scan­ 
dal” when NFL Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle suspended Paul 
Hornung of the Packers 
and 
Alex Karras of the Lions for 
gambling activities. Both were 
allowed to return to pro foot­ 
ball after sitting out the 1963 
season. 
From what we’ve read of the 
McLain story, he is a young man 
who realizes he has made a 
mistake and is willing to pay 
for it. 
His mistake was igno- 
rance-something which among 
public figures can not be tole­ 
rated. 
As the old saying goes: 
“ No excuse, Sir!” 
Athletes are the same brand 
of personality as movie stars, 
elected civic officials and other 
famous people. 
They do not 
have a private life. What they 
do in life serves as an example 
for those who are like you 
and me—the little people. 
Dennv McLain is not the only 
public personage to make a 
wrong step. Paul Hornund did— 
and came back to pro football 
to continue as a star with the 
Packers until forced in later 
years to retire because of an 
injury. 
Any level of sport—both pro­ 
fessional and amateur—is al­ 
ways cautious of the impact the 
athletes have and their contact 
with so-called undesirable ele­ 
ments. 
This ranges from the 
question 
of professionalism 
among amateur ranks to the 
possible affect of gambling in 
pro football, basketball or base­ 
ball. 
Now days, as Denny McLain 
has since learned, there is no 
room for ignorance. Ifaplayer 
gets into difficulties—on or off 
the field, he is old enough to 
take his medicine. 
Bo Belinsky teed off on a 
sports writer a few years ago. 
His reward was a quick trip 
to the oblivion of the minor 
leagues. 
He did make it back 
to the Astros for awhile but 
did not last long. 
But McLain has not been sus­ 
pended for a act of that nature. 
His “ crime” is one of having 
been just a little to close to 
the gambling element, even if 


it was in the form of placing 
bets on basketball games and 
having been “ duped” in a con­ 
fidence scheme, as reported by 
the wire services yesterday. 
His predicament is very sim­ 
ilar lo that of another modern 
day athlete, Joe Willie Namath, 
who was told to divest himself 
of his business interests in a 
bar in New York. In that case 
also, the pro world was afraid 
of the possible outcome if ath­ 
letes became to deeply involved 
with gambling interests. 
Only time will tell what will 
ultimately happen to Denny Mc­ 
Lain. 
But the lesson that he 
learned this season should be 
enough of a lesson to others 
in sports who might otherwise 
fall into the same misfortune. 
What has happened is that 
baseball has used the McLain 
case as a warning to other 
athletes.

Until you have played a 
lew rounds, you will feel 
stiff, even if you w arm up 
before a round.

Mob behavior 


Congress has certainly demonstrated the truth of the adage 
that “ what is everybody*s business is nobody’s business.” In­ 
dividually, each congressman is as well-meaning a citizen as 
anyone else. Chances are, he is fully aware of what makes 
inflation. He — as an individual — is all for economy in govern­ 
ment. He knows that a government that lives within its means 
is the sole hope of halting inflation, stabilizing prices and pro­ 
tecting the dollar which his fellowman works so hard to attain 
in enough numbers to keep a family going and build savings for 


the future. Yet, as a whole, Congress is acting like an uncon­ 
trollable mob. Its action in cutting taxes and boosting appropri­ 
ations 
far beyond Administration 
requests 
is a sure road 
to more inflation. 


The behavior of Congress will eventually have to be explain­ 
ed to folks back home by each individual congressman. No mat­ 
ter how meritorious his personal beliefs, his record as part 
of the mob in Washington deserves questioning.

Continuation School

district’s Continuation 
School—last stop for potential dropouts 
-will be held off-campus for the first 
time in the many years of its exist­ 
ence. 
State funds make it all possible. 
A 
total 
of 
38 
students are present­ 
ly 
enrolled 
in the 
school, but the “ stu­ 
dent body’* reached 
an 
all - time 
high 
earlier 
this 
year 
of 
58, 
according 
to 
Arthur Timmer, 
assistant superinten­ 
dent in charge of in- 
struction. 
The size 
of the school varies 
with the circumstances and they are 
not always happy ones, Timmer says. 
Students arrive in the Continuation, or 
as it’s more popularly known, “ Con” 
school via a trail of educational or 
deportmental miscues. Many more stu­ 
dents “ qualify” for the school than can 
be handled with the present teacher 
force and some of these or similar 
ones will be accomodated next year 
under a state fundingprogram for classes 
held off-campus. 


The district will receive about $50, 
000 more next fiscal year for the rent- 
ing of off-campus quarters and the em­ 
ployment of specially selected teachers. 
About 80 per cent of the Continuation 
School students are t>oys and the balance 
girls, Timmer says. 
How does a student qualify for the Con­ 
tinuation School?Three eeneral ways, ac­ 
cording to 1 immer. I lie school is design­ 
ed for “ truants, non-conformists and 
non-performers. Not all the students are 
slow mentally; on the contrary some are 
amazingly bright. 
Some go on to dis­ 
tinguish themselves in higher education. 
The main qualifying factor is how the 
student does in school. 
As a truant 


he qualifies because of his failure to 
attend regular classes, meet classroom 
assignments or generally to meet various 
obligations 
normally 
expected 
of 
students. 
Non-conformists are those who may 
prefer to wear their hair at shoulder 
length or longer, go without shoes or 
generally to decline compliance with 
personal hygiene practices expected of 
the community. 
Many in the latter category are ex­ 
tremely able according to Timmer and 
many have been know to go on to sub­ 
stantial academic achievements. 
Non-performers are those who just 
don’t do their lessons or respond to the 
normal motivation. 
Students who are 
slow or who fall behind despite some­ 
times prodigious effort are not sent 
to Continuation School. 
As Timmer 
notes, a teacher knows when a stu­ 
dent is giving his best and regard­ 
less of whether he excells or not he’s 
given a chance and extra help, to meet 
minimum standards. 
The real problem that more often 
than not leads to enrollment in Con­ 
tinuation School, according to Timmer, 
is the state’s requirement that a young­ 
ster must remain in school until he 
graduates from high school or until 
he reaches the age of 18. 
New rules and regulations laid down 
this week are designed to “ save” a 
student from the experience of Contin­ 
uation School. 
The assistant princi­ 
pal works with designated students and 
their parents over a period of time. 
If all the efforts fail, the school offi­ 
cial certifies the student to the Con­ 
tinuation School, via a memo to Tim­ 
mer. 
At this point a committee composed 
of administration and school person­ 
nel study the facts in the case before 
the student is actually assigned. 
The 
same committee studies the records 


at the beginning of each semester to 
see if a student has qualified for re­ 
turn to regular classroom environment. 
If one of the students has become mo­ 
tivated he can return to the regular 
classroom merely by prompt attend­ 
ance and renewed effort in his studies. 
Even then, however, he will be on 
probation for a period of time before 
he resumes the status of his fellow 
students. 
It is important to note that outside 
activities engaged in by the student 
do not have any effect on his status 
in school with the exception of nar­ 
cotics involvement. 
For example an 
otherwise good student who may be­ 
come involved in a burglary can still 
remain out of Continuation School mere* 
ly be maintaining his studies and main­ 
taining the proper attitude toward his 
studies and his school.

And, in its university impact, to call 
student crimes a mere attempt to give 
a message to American education and to 
our public is like contending that a stick- 
up is just a gunman’s method of calling 
attendion to his financial condition. 
Justice Learned Hand said: “ A society 
in which men recognize no check on their 
freedom soon becomes a society in which 
freedom is the possession of only the 
savage few.” Wouldn’t you think any Su­ 
preme Court justice would know that, 
too? Yet we have the spectacle of irre ­ 
pressible Justice William O. Douglas, 
whose judicial balance has collapsed to 
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" When the lecture bureau told us you were a ‘naturalist/ 
we just ASSUMED your subject would be ecology!"

Considering its own conviction that it 
is on a winning curve, the Nixon ad­ 
ministration lately has been displaying 
some rather silly political nervousness. 
Its response in situations it seems to

ously could be easily repudiated if he got 
the President or his party into Dutch 
through some revealing or injudicious 
remarks. 
More recently, a few fidgety top offi­ 
cials at the Republican National Commit­ 
tee stumbled into petty folly when they 
pressured two professional political con­ 
sultants into withdrawing from a two-day 
seminar in New York presented under 
the auspices of the American Association 
of Political Consultants. 
The two were Richard B. Wirthlin of 
Los Angeles and Robert Colonna of Pitts­ 
burgh. Both lead firms that have been 
doing paid campaign work for the GOP. 
There is incontestable private word that 
both were warned off. 
At least two other absentees have done 
important consulting for the GOP, but 
they appear to have legitimate excuses 
for their change of plans. 
The theme that ran through the GOP 
committee’s little pressure game evi­ 
dently was this, as told to me by three 
people directly involved in the seminar 
situation: 
“ 1 here’ll be a lot of guys who work for 
Democrats at that meeting. In some of our 
campaign techniques, like the use of com­ 
puters, we seem to be ahead of them. 
We’re winning. Why should we giveaway 
our winning secrets?” 
There was even a rumor, foolishly ac­ 
cepted by some GOP officials, that a 
flock of Democratic lawmakers were go­ 
ing to turn up at the seminar. In fact. 


two attended as observers. One was a 
congressman whose committee is in­ 
volved in the census (a census offi­ 
cial spoke\ and the other was Sen. Mike 
Gravel of Alaska, whose term does not 
expire until 1974. 
The seminar concerned itself with a 
fairly wide range of technical matters 
embracing the use of computers, poll 
analysis, information systems, the de­ 
velopment of more sophisticated and de­ 
tailed census data in 1970. The point, 
of course, was the application of such 
things to major and minor campaign de­ 
cision - making. 
Not everybody in the steadily enlarg­ 
ing political consultation business be­ 
longs to the AAPC, and a few think it 
is essentially a self-promotional de­ 
vice for just 
a handful* of the mem­ 
bers. 
But any perusal of the membership 
list shows it to be persuasively broad 
in scope and heavily studded with ac­ 
knowledged and respected professionals 
who have proved their competence by win­ 
ning elections for both major parties 
over the years. 
They could give away as many “ sec­ 
rets” about winning as any of the sched­ 
uled speakers who were warned off by 
GOP officials in Washington. 
Outside observers better able than I 
to weigh the competence of men in this 
field consider there are no better poli­ 
tical consultants in the nation than the 
two who ran the New York seminar, Jo ­ 
seph Napolitan and Walter de Vries. 
The latter, presently teaching at the 
University of Michigan, in 1966 ran al­ 
most the perfect model of a campaign 
for then Gov. George Romney of Michi­ 
gan as the latter capturedhis third term. 
He is writing a massive work on mod­ 
ern political techniques. Though his 
“ field” work has been for Republicans, 
he is the complete professional. 
Napolitan, less the scholar and more 
the practitioner, mostly has Democra­ 
tic clients. But some observers think 
him the genuine master of the business, 
and the qualified judges give him high 
credit for helping to pull Hubert Hum­ 
phrey up from almost nowhere in the 
1968 campaign. 
Perhaps the “ nervous Nellies” in high 
GOP circles should relax. 


nil, actually dignifying anarchy in his 
current book. 
The Supreme Court has leaned over 
backward in behalf of criminals and 
shown much more concern for the felons 
than for their victims. It has so man­ 
handled the First, Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments to the Constitution that the 
country is all but powerless to live and 
operate except in ways literally origina­ 
ted by the court. And the lower Feder­ 
al courts, of course, have had to con­ 
form. 
Listen to Pennsylvania Chief Justice 
John C. Bull: “ The Supreme Court’s 
decisions which shackle the police and 
courts make it terrifyingly difficult to 
protect society from crime and crimin­ 
als and are among the principal rea­ 
sons for the near - revolutionary con­ 
ditions.” 
FB I Director J. Edgar Hoover himself 
pointed out to me a largely ignored fact 
in the F B I’s latest crime report. Al­ 
though serious crimes increased 16 per 
cent last year over 1968, arrests in­ 
creased only 4 per cent and convictions 
actually decreased 8 per cent. 


The inescapable conclusion is that the 
courts are not properly disposing of 
criminal offenders and that the law en­ 
forcement officers lack confidence that 
the courts are supporting their diligence 
and risks. 
In 425 major cities surveyed, 41 per 
cent with a population exceeding 100,- 
000 had riots, and many attendant mur­ 
ders, even though the typical city among 
the 
425 has 
now increased its full­ 
time police force to an average of one

policeman for each 700 residents. But 
then what happened? 
Mr. Hoover told me that of 539 of­ 
fenders involved in police killings, 77 
per cent had been previously arrested and 
67 per cent previously granted parole 
or probation and that three out of 10 
were actively on parole or probation at 
the time that they killed the police offi­ 
cers. 
Mr. Hoover told me that in one of the 
police killer’s appealed cases the con­ 
victed man murdered a policeman on the 
23rd day after he should have been in 
jail. Moreover, he said that 70 per cent 
of all — convicted persons released to 
the streets on suspended sentences are 
rearrested for subsequent crimes. 
Is it any wonder that the crime rate 
has nearly doubled in the past decade, 
has increased five times as fast as our 
population and that President Nixon’s 
death - penalty - for - bombers propos­ 
al is needed? Are the “ rights” of the 
troublemakers more important than the 
sufferers? 
If you study history it is clear that 
there has never been a Communist 
revolution without, first, an over-all, un­ 
compromising, relentless and vicious at­ 
tack on the country’s institutions: the 
universities, the churches, the respect­ 
ed people, the culture, the produ< tive 
companies and, of course, the govern­ 
ment institutions. 
President Nixon’s proposal is dedicat­ 
ed not only to the public safety but to a 
rebirth of confidence in our ability to 
govern ourselves.
